Wh 
that project waa fimt thought of, it was 
brought bofore the British public, and in 
onder to commend it more favourably to 
itand the capitalists, it was stated that, 
although the company had the exclusive 
right to land foundiand, yet it wan 
feir intention not to carry’ the 
marine wire to the United States 
direct, but to give the benefit of that 
telegraphic communication to. the Bri 
tish North American Provingos, and to 
choose the noarest portion of their main 
lap, the island of Capo Breton, Nova 
Sdotla. This fact was tho greatest recom: 
mendation of the scheme in the British 
market. ‘The object then was not to do 
what you are trying todo today, saying 
this company shall not connect with the 
Canadian Provinces unleas they give up 
something they possess in another colony, 
s0.as to drive them to extend their au 
marine wires to the States; but the 
object was to give this country the first 
benetit of the news from the other side of
